I f people w ould visit m is little old hom e of 
a n in d u stry, an d the n inspect some thorou ghly m od ­ 
e rn shoe factory, 
the chan ge in m ethods tha t ha s 
ta k e n place w ould seem one of the m ost m arv ellou s 
fa c ts of history. 
T he shoe m a n u fa c tu rin g districts form e rly con­ 
ta in ed a gr e a t m a n y of these little shops, w here 
b oots a n d shoes w ere m ad e com plete b y one w ork ­ 
m a n in the b igge r factories of today usu ally ha s to 
lab oriou sly w ith little or no m achinery, b u t the y took 
pride in the ir a b ility an d fidelity as w ork m en . 
S om e will claim tha t the old tim e w ork m a n ’s ta s k 
w a s one t ha t produced a b e tte r all arou n d personal 
d evelopm ent. I t is contended tha t the m achin e w ork ­ 
m a n in the b igge r factories of today u sually ha s to 
do one thing, or a few things, over an d over aga in 
a n d does n ot acqu ire as m uch origin ality an d skill, 
¿ s one wiio had to m a k e som e article throu ghou t, 
u sin g m a n y different processes w hich developed his 
skill arid ju d gm e n t. 
B u t the m od ern w ork m a n w ork s s horte r hou rs 
an d ha s m ore going on outside of his w ork in g tim e 
to s tim u la te his thought.

The Little Old Shoe Shops. 
Henry Ford recently bought a little old time shoe 
shop built 132 years ago, which is to be moved to 
Sudbury, Mass., to form part of his collection of an­ 
tiquities. If people would visit mis little old home of 
an industry, and then inspect some thoroughly mod­ 
ern shoe factory, 
the change in methods that has 
taken place would seem one of tile most marvellous 
facts of history. 
The shoe m anufacturing districts formerly con­ 
tained a great m any of these little shops, where 
boots and shoes were made complete by one work­ 
man in the bigger factories of today usually has to 
laboriously w ith little or no machinery, but they took 
pride in their ability and fidelity as workmen. 
Some will claim that the old time workman’s task 
was one that produced a better all around personal 
development. It is contended that the machine work­ 
man in the bigger factories of today usually has to 
do one thing, or a few things, over and over again 
and does not acquire as much originality and skill, 
*s one who had to make some article throughout, 
using m any different processes which developed his 
skill arfd judgment. 
But the modern workman works shorter hours 
and has more going on outside of his working time 
to stim ulate his thought. He has every chance to be­ 
come intelligent if he wants to. 
The little old shoe shop was a place of cheerful 
industry and willing work. People worked longer 
hours for small pay, and complained much less than 
they do now. They got their satisfactions out of 
friendly talk, discussion of home and public affairs, 
and simple country pleasures. They lived com fort­ 
ably on an income that would be called a starvation 
w age now. Prices were low, but that was not the 
whole reason that they could get along. There was 
no w aste in the days of the little old shoe shop, and 
its workers could live on the stuff we throw away 
now. 


W e Still Have Railroads. 
Samuel Rea, retired president of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad, does not think the railroads need to 
fear airplane, water or motor competition very 
greatly. 
In a speech in Philadelphia recently he predicted 
that 50 years from now’ motor buses u’ill have ab­ 
sorbed a larger part of short-haul passenger traf- 
I Ac than they now carry, and that airplanes will be 
supplying a de luxe fast passenger and express 
service; but the railroads, he feels confident, will still 
be doing the bulk of the work on long shipments. 
So far as the railroads themselves are concerned, 
the progress of the next 50 years seem s more likely 
to be a ijnatter of orderly development than of rad­ 
ical change," he says. 
This, of course, is the view of a railroad man and 
you probably could find men in other professions to 
disagree with him. To a layman, however, it does 
appear that he has hit the nail pretty squarely where 
i ought to be hit. 


Cleanliness and Health. 
Dr. Herman Bundesen, president of the American 
Public Health Association, says that a health com ­ 
m issioner’s duties do not end with the simple en­ 
forcem ent of the health laws and the sanitary code. 
Above all, he says such an officer must promote 
com m unity cleanliness. 
For cleanliness is the basis of all public health 
measures. Dirt and disease are inseparable compani­ 
ons. Banish one and you discourage the other. Clean­ 
liness, to the health officer, is indeed “next to god­ 
liness” as the old proverb says.

Objections similar to those raised by the Navy against the Army’s 
“transfer” students in football have been voiced frankly in England, 
but iii the past few years one or more Americans, have rowed in the 
classic event on the Thames. 
As long ago as 1913, Anthony Hope, the novelist, wrote to the Lon­ 
don l imes proposing that newcomers to Oxford and Cambridge should 
not be allowed to take part in athletics if over the age of 24. 
Hope quoted “a friend from Cambridge” as saying: .. 
“We can heat Oxford, but we are Hot sure we can beat the British 
Empire and the United States.” 
In the* following year, Oxford University passed a rule designed to 
give British “public* sc hool” hoes a better chance to show their athletic 
abilities in varsity competition, and to prevent them being crowded 
out by “transfer” students and Rhodes Scholars. 
A majority of American Rhodes Scholars who enter Oxford are 
over the age of 24. 
Since the war, however, the feeling against permitting Americans 
to usurp prominent places In varsity athletics has continued to grow. 
hor one thing, it is felt In England that we Americans take our 
sports too seriously, make too much of a “business” of them. To an 
Englishman, this is unthinkable. 
The inc lusion of Americans in the varsity boats lias been deplored 
on the ground that our ideas of intensive and scientific training are too 
ligid to lie altogether sportsmanlike. 
And then there was the delicate* question of what constituted a 
“gentleman” — since in England, before the war, everyone who had 
worked with his hancTs for a Ihiiig at any time was automatically barr- 
< d from amateur competition. 
An American ic e man in a varsity football suit would constitute a 
nightmare* to British sportsmen. 
\\ hethcr or not the exclusion of American oarsmen this year was 
deliberate, it lins occurred, and many Englishmen are well satisfied.
